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INTRODUCTION 

The use of this book may be begun during the first 
school year, as the words in section one will' not be 
found too difficult for pupils who have completed a 
primer. 

Although our language is not entirely phonetic, it has 
a large proportion of words that have phonetic elements 
common to some other words, and which require treat- 
ment in groups during the early stages of word study. 
In this book words having vowel sounds in common 
are presented very early in groups. 

The great difficulties in English spelling are encoun- 
tered in determining whether or not final consonants 
of primitive words should be doubled before suffixes, 
whether or not final e*s should be dropped before suf- 
fixes, and whether or not any change should accompany 
the addition of a suffix. Many examples are given of 
the correct mode of procedure in meeting the difficulties 
mentioned. These examples are given without citing 
any rules. 

An extended study of the division of words into syl- 
lables has been made in this book. In dividing a word, 
its derivation or etymology must be kept in mind, but 
the derivation or etymology generally affects only part 
of the word. For dividing into syllables, there are

some rules that can be relied on as certainly as the 
rules for spelling. 

It has been thought wise not to present homonyms 
too early. A child does not hesitate long as to the 
spelling of a word that is the homonym of another if 
the word be used in a sentence. In teaching the 
first occasion for uncertainty is often given. When 
two or three words of similar sound are presented 
together, a doubt arises in the child's mind, and unless 
great care be taken, the doubt becomes confusion. 
Therefore it is recommended that each one of a pair 
or trio of homonyms be made to stand apart from the 
others. If these are used in separate and distinct sen- 
tences, there is a greater likelihood of the word being 
remembered in its peculiar meaning. 

Words used in the various school studies occur fre- 
quently in this book, and there is a fairly complete 
treatment of prefixes, suffixes, and of the formation^ 
of derivatives. 

No more words than can be learned in one year 
appear in any section, and as there are eight sections, 
a course in spelling covering eight years is provided. 

Rules for punctuation, capitalization, spelling, and 
syllabication will be found in the appendix.

The circumflex ac- The section ( § ) 

cent ( " ) The paragraph ( ^ ) 
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The period is used after a declarative or an im- 
perative sentence, and after an abbreviated word. 

The question mark is used after a word, a phrase 
or a sentence which asks a question. 

The comma is used to set off words, phrases 
and clauses. It is placed after nouns of address, 
after words that are repeated for empkasis, after 
all but the last word used in a series, after the 
last word in a series if it is not preceded by a con- 
junction, before and after words used parentheti- 
cally, when a parenthesis is not employed, after 
each pair of words used in pairs, and in place of a 
verb that has been omitted to avoid repetition. 

The semicolon is generally used where a period 
would be too long a stop ; the semicolon usually 
separates the division of a compound or a complex 
sentence. 

The colon marks the division of a sentence not 
quite complete, but not independent enough in 
sense to form an independent sentence. It is 
used before a quotation formally introduced, a 
speech, an enumeration of particulars or an ad- 
dress or statement that has been formally intro- 
duced. 

Quotation marks are used when the exact words 
of another are quoted. 

The exclamation mark is used after interjec- 
tions, and sentences uttered with strong emotion. 
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The apostrophe is used before an s when added 
to a singular noun and a few nouns in the plural 
to form the possessive, and to denote the omis- 
sion of a letter or letters. 

The dash is used where a sentence breaks off 
abruptly, and where words, letters and figures 
have been omitted. 

The hyphen is used to join the parts of com- 
pound and derivative words, and at the end of 
a syllable when an entire word cannot be written 
at the end of a line. 

The parentheses are used when a word, phrase 
or clause is introduced into the body of a sentence, 
with which it has no grammatical connection. 
Commas are sometimes used instead of paren- 
theses. 

The brackets are generally used to correct a 
mistake, to supply what has been omitted and to 
make an explanation. One bracket is often used 
when matter that cannot be placed on one line is 
placed on the line above. 

The caret is placed immediately under the place 
where there should be a word or some words that 
have been omitted. 

The paragraph, asterisk, dagger, parallels and 
section are used to refer the reader to a note at 
the bottom of a page. 
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USE OF CAPITALS 

Begin with a capital letter 

( 1 ) Every sentence ; 

(2) Every proper name ; 

(3) Every name used to denote the Deity, and 
the pronouns standing for any of these names ; 

(4) Words formed from proper names ; 

(5) The first word of every line of poetry ; 

(6) The names of things personified ; 

(7) Titles of office or honor, when they are 
so used as to form part of the name of a person ; 

(8) The names of the months, and the days 
of the week ; 

(9) The first word of a direct quotation ; 

(10) The first word of each clause or phrase 
separately numbered or paragraphed ; 

(11) The first word of a sentence used as an 
example. 

The pronoun / and the interjection O should 
always be written with capitals. 
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RULES FOR SPELLING 

L Monosyllables which end with a single con- 
sonant preceded by a single vowel, double this 
final consonant before a suffix which begins with 
a vowel ; as, hat, hatter, nod, nodded, stop, stop- 
ping, man, mannish. 

n. Words of more than one syllable which end 
with a single consonant preceded by a single 
vowel, double the final consonant before a suffix 
which begins with a vowel, provided they are 
accented on the last syllable ; as, occurred, begin- 
ning, remittance} 

in. Derivatives from words ending in silent e 
drop the e before a suffix which begins with a 
vowel ; as, observation, preceding, perusal. 

(In traceable, manageable, and other words hav- 
ing a ^ or ^ before the silent e, the e is retained 
to preserve the identity of the word. In hoeing, 
dyeing, cringeing, and some others, the e is re- 
tained for a similar reason.) 

IV. In adding ing to words ending in ie the e 
is dropped and the i is changed to y ; as, tying^ 
dying. 

^ Words which change the accent in the derivative do not come under 
this rule. Excellent is an apparent but not a real exception to this rule, 
as the doubling of the /'s is due to the etymology of the word. 
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V. Words ending in y preceded by a consonant 
usually change the y into i before taking any 
suffix except one beginning with i ; as, ladies^ 
hurries^ jolliesL 



SYLLABICATION 

A syllable is a sound or a union of sounds 
uttered with one impulse of the breath. A 
syllable may consist merely of a vowel, or of 
a vowel with a consonant on either or both 
§ides of it. 

RULES 

I. Compound words consisting of recognized 
English words may be separated into the com- 
ponent words, or into the syllables composing the 
elemental words; as, headache^ wayfarer. 

II. C soft and g should not end a syllable un- 
less they come immediately after a short accented 
syllable, or unless g is preceded by d ; as, rec ita- 
tion^ mag ic^ prec i pice^ j^d,g menL 

III. Consonants which in taking suffixes take 
the sound of sh^ zh, ch, or /, should not end a 
syllable ; as, e di tion^ di vi sion^ gla zier^ vi ciouSy 
re vi sion^ re li gion^ gran deur. 
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IV. 6", z, /, and d, when they take the sound of 
sk, zh, ck, or j\ before u, should not end a syllable ; 
as, ce7i sure^ set zure, pas ture^ pro ce dure. 

V. X, r (when preceded by, a or e\ and /, n, or 
V (when followed by i having the sound of y\ 
should not begin a syllable; as, anxious, parent, 
aver age, pa vil ion, gen ius, be hav ior. 

VI. Prefixes and suffixes may usually be sepa- 
rated from the body of the word. When a final 
consonant has been doubled, the added consonant 
goes with the suffix ; as, glad den, blot ter, win ner. 

VII. When a silent e has been dropped before 
a suffix beginning with a vowel, the suffix is 
usually a syllable by itself; as, believer, 

VIII. A single consonant coming between two 
sounded vowels usually joins the latter vowel ; 
as, fa vor, wa ter. 

IX. Two or. more consonants coming between 
two sounded vowels and capable of beginning a 
syllable, are joined to the latter vowel when the 
preceding vowel is long and when the following 
vowel is in an accented syllable ; as, trijle, tri- 
ple, neu traL 

X. When the preceding vowel is short, or 
when the consonants are st, str, or sp, one of the 
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consonants may be joined to the vowel preceding ; 
as, mus teVy Australia^ suspicion, 

XL Of two or more consonants not capable of 
beginning a syllable, usually one or more, but not 
all, of the letters in the syllable, are joined to the 
preceding vowel ; as, chan ging^ bril lianL 
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
